Menutime, however, 
the Chinese Government are announced to 
have instructed His Excellency Lui Kun- 
yr and other Chinese officials in the Central 
provinces to make preparations to resist any 
attempt by the Italians to effect a landing 
at Sanmun Bay. The Austro-Hungarian 
Government is further reported to have de- 
manded the lense ofa locality in Chis a, and 
that the demand is being supported by Rus- 
sin and other Powers. Of course there is 
mych speculation in all these reperts, but 
the broad fact at any rate remains that Itaiy 
desires a lease of Sanmun Bay, in Chekiang, 
and that China strongly objects and flatly, 
refuses to concede it. The Peking Authori- 
ties, with their customary want of tact, 
seem to have made the occasion one for 
trying to administer nv new snub to 
foreigners generally. They are credited 
with having applied to the Russian Minister 
to asaist in procuring the withdrawal of the 
troops and marines of the various Powers 
now retained in Peking for the protection 
of the Legations. Having regard to the 
disturbed condition of Peking and of many 
parts of China, this would seem peculiarly 
ill timed, and it is not likely that the 
foreign Ministers will listen to such a pro- 
posal, even if recommended by the Russian 
Minister, which can hardly be expected. 

It is, however, most improbable that the 
Italian demand will bring about any serious 
disturbance of the peace. The Italian Go- 
veroment clearly never had any such inten- 
tion, for they have already recalled Signor 
Marrino, their Representative at Peking, 
for issuing a second note which smacked too 
much of an ultimatum. Italy desires a 
port in China, but she does not wish to 
cause any breach of the peace in securing 
it. Negotiations will therefore no doubt 
proceed when the Chinese blood has covled 
down, and no doubt the demand will receive 
influential support from most of the Treaty 
Powers. The Chinese Guvernmeat is still 
squeezable, so long asthe Powers are not 
split up into opposing forces, and it now 
seems inevitable that the civilised nations 
of the West will soon be pressing hard on 
China in all directions. How under such 
circumstances a stendy and defined policy 
ean be maintained hy the Foreign Ministers 
«t Peking it is difficult to understand ; the

$38,700 versus $5,250—besides the advantage 
derived by your being provided with a com- 
fortable house. Besides, what guarantee is (bere 
that such a frail wooden s{ructure as is proposed 
to be added to “ ‘I'he Cliffs" may not, especially in 
80 exposed a positiou, be damaged or blown down 
in the first typhoon that occars after its com- 
pletionP It is also my experience that such 
estimates are almost invariably exceeded. Loss 
has already been incurred by delaying to build 
and this will be augmented by further pro- 
crastination. ' Mr. Cooper's estimate of $60,000 
fora Governmect residence would no longer 
suffice, Our present Director of Public Works 
estimates that a suitable residence could not 
now be built under $75,00:) This alone repre- 
sents a jogs to the colony of $15,000. If to 
this you now add $:1,500 for a temporary bunga- 
low you have a total of $18,5U0 actually thrown 
away. I think that the local architects 
will bear me out in saying that there is 
no chance of building rates going down; 
the tendency is quite the other way, and 
furtber delay may result in further loss to the 
colonial exchequer. [ hope your Excellency 
will take the bold and the prudent course and 
build. I shall be proud if anything I have 
said or done will conduce to such a resolution, 
and shall be very pleased to see the Governor 
of this colony provided with a residence worthy 
of his position and dignity. (Hear, hear.) 

The Hon. T. H. Wuitensap—When this 
vole was brought before the Finance Com- 
mittee certain information was asked for 
which was partially supplied. I then considered 
that the vote was a necessary and reasouable 
one and J voted for it. The honourable mem- 
ber opposite asked what rent was paid for 
“The Cliffs” by the previous tenant. The 
Bank which 1 huve the honour to represent was 
the previous tenunt, and we paid $2,000 @ year 
rent. The honourable member who wasin the 
chair at that mesting coald not say from 
memory what the rental was now, but he 
thought it was §$2,7uv. Then the asti- 
mates were sent for and some of vur 
valauble time was wasted until they arrived. 
It was found that the rental was $2,600. I 
have not the least doubt there are good 
‘and valid reasons for this very large increase 
in rent, but so far the Council has not been 
informed of the reasons for that substantial 
increase. I submit that when financial votes 
are.again brought-forward the Chairman of the 
Finanoe Committee should come fully pre- 
psred with regurd tu such votes, and that 
every information should ba furnished with-

I do not 
think they knew at the Colonial Office even that 
‘Craigieburn ” would not be available until 
immediately before my arrival in England. I 
think it goes without saying that “The Cliffs” 
is probably not a suitable place for the Governor 
for a permanent summer residence, but I deter- 
mined I should wait for one summer at least 
before I determined the position of the Gover- 
nor's House, because I think it is my duty not 
alene to consulf my own convenience in this 
matter but to look forward a little and consider 
the possible expansion of the colony and possi- 
ble best position for the future Governors. As 
regards this addition to “ The Cliffs” that is to 
be put up, tuat is a temporary matter.

profession of solicitor. I therefore beg to 

move that the whole of clause 21 be struck out

The CoLONIAL SECRETARY seconded. 


The Hon. BH. R. Beritros—AsI object to the 
deletion of clause 21 I beg to offae a few re- 
marks in support of my contentinn. I under- 
atand that this clause forms port of the Ordin- 
ance now, in force in the Straits Settlements. 
‘T‘he conditions which obtain here are similar 
to those which obtain in the Straits sSettle- 
ments, and [ do not see the reason why such 
an important olanse should be deleted 
from our Bill. I take it that the ad- 
vantages to be derived from the rutention 
of this clause would be threefold. First, it 
would restrict the influx of lawyers of unknown 
character and dispositions into the colony, 
thus restricting and discouraging litigation. 
(Laughter.) Secondly, it would protect the in- 
terest. of our fellow-citizens the old-established 
solicitors and attorneys in this island ; and 
thirdly, it would safeguard the colony from 
being victimised by unscrupulous men. For 
instance, a practitioner works bard and builds 
up a business for himself, but there appears 
suddenly in the field a rank stranger, a man 
probably of loose character, who has no know- 
ledge of the local laws and oustoms, and who 
sets to work either by fair or foul means, and 
cuts into the business of the old-established 
lawyer. Surely, sir, notice of some kind, how- 
ever short, might be given to enable this old 
-resident to cope with the new-comer ns best 
he may in the preservation of his vested 
interests and rithts. Six moaths’ notice of 
residence or probation cannot be a hardship 
to the new-comer. fle has everything to 
win and nothing to lose, and his character 
should be known before the residents can 
be allowed to entrust their interests in his 
hands. Honourable members will remember the 
man named Webber who landed hera a few 
years ago and soon after Le was admitted into 
the courts commenced to practice in this colony. 
Before his character became known he 
victimised a number of clients, and before any 
redress could be obtained he oleared out of the 
calany. Mr. Norton Kyshe in his “ History 
of the Laws and Courta of Hongkong," tells 
us that the lawyers in Hongkong ‘enjoy 
a high reputation, If that is so I contend 
it is the duty of the legislature to 
see that- no black sheep enters their. 
ranks, and that that reputation continues un- 
sullied. In my address I have mentioned only 
the Straits Settlements, but f find that except 
the Cape and Jamaica all the British colonies 
have made laws and regu ations fixing periods 
of residence before a solicitor can be admitted 
in the courts and qualified to practice. In 
South Australia one year’s residence and notice 
of desira to be admitted is necessary. In all 
other Australian courts no solicitor can be ad 
mitted to practice without serving bis time in 
the colony aud passing examinations there. In 
Canada in the district of Ontario it is and has 
for many years past been nevessary for aa 
English solicitor desirous of practicing there

In this case Crisauto Lichanco and Gregorio 
Agoncillo, as attornies of Emilio Aguinaldo, 
sought to obtain possession of 8200.000 now in 
the custody of the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation, which sum was de osited 
in the Bank by Emilio Aguinaldo on the 3rd 
January last year. , 

Mr. M. W. Slade (instrncted by Messrs. 
Wilkinson and Grist) appeared for plaintiffs 
and Mr. J. J. Francis, Q.C. (instructed by 
Messrs. Johoson, Stoxes, and Master) for 
defendant. 

The following composed the jury :—Messrs. 
J. M. Beattie (foreman), A. FP. Smith, E. 
Osborne, A. Babiagton, W. Dauby, E. 8. 
Wheallesr, and Douglas W. Craddock. 

Mr. Slade commenced by reading the 
petition, which recited that on the 3rd of 
January, 1898, Aguinaldo lent the Bank 
$200,000, which was to. be repaid together 
with interest at the rate of 4 per cent., on 
1899. In their answer 
to the petition the Bank admitted having re- 
fused to pay the money to Crisanto Lichanco 
aud Greyorio Agoncillo, on the ground that 
they were not satistied that they were the duly 
authorised attornies of Aguinaldo. Continuing, 
Mr. Slade ssid the jury would have gathered 
fairly clearly from the pleadings what the na- 
ture of the case was, but he thought they would 
hardly have gathered how little there was for 
them to decide upon. They had been brought 
there by the defendant Corporation to judge 
facts. ‘The law was for his lordship to decide, 
The facts in this case were very largely admit- 
ted by both sides, and ke thought they 
would find that the number of facts on 
which they would have to decide would be 
very smull, while the extent of legal argu- 
ment to which they would have to listen 
would be very great. The facts were really of 
the simplest nature. In January of last year 
Aguinaldo deposited with - the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Banking Corporation the sum of 
$2:10,00). That was to say. he lant that sum to 
the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank, just as he 
might have lent it to one of them or to anyone 
else, aud he received a recsipt in which the 
terms were set out—that the loan was to be fur 
one year, interest at 4 per cent, and the receipt 
was not transferable. ‘Ibe fact of that receipt 
not being transferable made it an instrument 
which could not be passed from one hand to 
another like a bill. On the 3rd of January 
of this year, in accordance with the terms of 
the loan, at the expiration of the year, Aguin- 
aldo sent two men—plaintiffs in this case—to 
the Bank. They went to the Bank and pre- 
sented a power of attorney aud the original 
deposit receipt and demanded the money, 
The deposit receipt in question was dated Jan. 


‘uary 3rd, 1898, and bore the‘following endorse- 


ment, Please pay the sam of $200,000 with 
the premiam called for by this receipt to Messrs. 
Felipe Agoncillo and Vito Belarmino.” ‘The 
power of attorney was signed by Emilio Aguin- 

Ido and also bore the signature of Mr. Oscar 
F. Williams. the U. 8. Consal in Manila.

-On 14th March a ‘special meeting of 
the’ Sanitary Board was held, for the purpose 
of considering another outbreak of rinderpest. 
The President (Dr. J. M. Atkinson, Principal 
Civil Medical Officer) presided. There 
wore also present the Vice-President (the 
Hon, F. H. May, Captain Superintendent of 
’ Police), the Hon. R. D. Ormeshy (Director 
of Public Works), Mr. £. Osborne, and Dr. 
Clark (Medical Officer of Health). Mr. C. V. 
Ladds (Colonial Veterinary Surgeon) was also 
present. 

Ee Dr. Cuark read the following report from 
- Mr.-Ladds :—‘“‘I have the honour to report for 
the information of the Sanitary Board that an 
outbreak of rinderpest has oconrred in a shed 
at Mr. Kennedy’s Causeway Bay Stables, in 
| which six cows and one calf are housed. Three 
of the animals are infected. I recommend that 
oe: all these animals be slanghtered at once, and 
that compensation to the amount of $1,370 be 
paid for them under the provisions of Sections 
and 5 of Ordinance 17 of 1887. There are 
alzo 31 avimals which aro housed in another 
part of the premises, but as they at present 
show po symptoma of the disease, [ make no 

reeommendation concerning them.” 

The Vick-PresipENT remarked that last 
hea Mr. Ladds claimed to have cured a cow at 

@ Dairy Farm at Pokfulam by serum treat- 
ment.

Mr, OsBorne said that when thay discussed 
this matter at the last meeting it was decided 
to slaughter ail the animals in the same shed— 
both those affected and those which were not. The 
poiutthatoccurred to him wasthis: These animals 
—speaking of the six and the calf—have been 
recently in contact with the whole of Kennedy's 
herd. They were not kept inside the shed until 
the disease broke out, ‘I'‘herefore it was fair to 
suppose that the whole of Keunedy’s herd would 
be in the course of time infected with the dis- 
ease, so that they had got to be prepared, if 
they recommended the slaughter of the healthy 
animals, to pay for the slanghter of the whole 
of Mr. Kennedy's herd. He should like Mr. 
Ladds to give them an explanation as to why he 
considered it necessary to slaughter the healthy 
animals instead of removing them and thus 
saving the cost of slaughtering them. He 
understood that they had to pay the full cost of 
a sound animal when it was slaughtered and 
half the cost of a diseased animal. 


Mr. Lapps said that these animals were not 
running loose all over the place. They were in 
sheds and were kept there all the time. If the 
diseass broke out in one shed there was no reason 
why it should go over the whole of the slieds. 

Mr. Osporne—Are the cows ‘always tied up 
in the shed P | 

Mr. LAapps—They are in loose boxes. 

Dr. Chanxk—Can Mr. Ladds tell us whether 
there is any commnuication between the cattle at 
Kennedy Street and at Causeway Bay. Lf there 
has been communication it seems to me we may 
expect the whole 31 to be infected. 


Mr. Lapps thought there was no donbt there 
had been communication before they were aware 
of the existence of the disease. 


Mr. OsBorns said he did not like the idea of 
the colouy paying Mr. Kennedy the value 
of the whole of bis sound cattle. He thought 
they should first try to segregate the sound 
animals from the diseased oues and slaughter 
the diseased ones. It seumed to him that if the 
other cattle which were in the same shed as the 
diseased ones were taken a long distance away 
from the cattle in the other sheds there was uo 
reasun why the disease should break ont smong 
the rest of the herd. 


The VICE-PRESIDENT was inolined to agrea 
with Mr. Osborne. The Director of Public 


Works had mentioned that Mr. Kennedy bad

4.—In view of wy previously expressed opini- 
oo oa the importanse of undividel responsibil- 
ity in sanitary motters, it is hardly necessary 
for ma to state that I am notin favour of a 
Board the responsibility of which will bo divided 
aul which will exercise its fuactions indepen- 
dently of Government control. Judging from 
the working of the preseat Boird, which con- 
sists of an ofsial and anoffisial elemant, the 
lateer of which preponderated; I consider that 
4 mixed constitution, such as is now provided 
for, dovs not work well in practice and leads to 
constant friction. In fact. this seams to be 
not infrequently the result of attempts to graft 
on & Crown colony constitution popalar in- 
stitutions which do not appear suited to work 
smoothly ur successfully uader such conditions. 

5, — After carefully considering the question 
of the constitution of the Sanitary Board, I 
am of opinion that in order to seoure uadivid- 
ed responsibility the sanitary affairs of the 
colony should either be placed directly under 
Government control or should ba entrusted to a 
Board com posad entirely of unofficials. 

6.—I[n view of tha peculiar circumstances of 
Hongkong and of the fact that the population 
is ohiefly made up of Chinese, who will be more 
easily and more effectively dealt with by Govern- 
mont than by a popularly constituted Board: I 
am in favonr of sanitary alfaira being placed 
diretly under Governmant control and managed 
vaolirely by a Government department respon- 
sible to the Governor. 

7.—The alternitive—a Board composed en- 
tirely of nuofficialsk—would not, [ fear, work well 
io this colony, which, as Lord Ripon has 
pointed out, has becoma a Chinese colony 
under the British flag. Ont of a population 
of 250,000. the Chinese amouut to about 
243,000, and it is with sanitation among the 
Chinese that a Board. whatever its constitution 
may he, must b« chiefly concerned. Farther, it 
would be extremely diffi:ult to draw the line 
between matters which should come under the 
Government and the Sanitary Board, and this 
would most certaiuly lead to friction and mis- 
understandiag. At the same time, it is easy to 
uaderstand the desire of those who, having been 
accustomed to popular institutions in Great 
Britain, wish to extend similar institutions to 
this colony. But so long as Hongkong con- 
tinues to retain its preseat character both as 
regards its constitution and its population, I do 
not think popular iastitutions would thrive 
under sach uousaal and pevaliar conditions. 

8.—After matare consideration of this diffi- 
oult question, [am in favour of the Sanitary 
Board baing placed direstly under Government 
control in the manner proposed in my despatch 
No. 163 of the [8th May. 1-95, bat I have 
thought it right to place you ia possession of 
the views held by others as well as my ofvn, so 
that you may ba ia a position to consider both 
sides of the question before conveying to me 
your final decision in the matter.—TI[ have the 
honour to bo, Sir, Your most obedient, humble 
servant, .

M. Hazvland, 
y in-charge.of the Government Telephone Ser- 
z vice; telephones connected with the Central 
Fire Station have been fixed instead at the back 
‘of the Harbour Office, at the junction of 
Hollywood Road and Queon’s Road, and at the 
junction of Wilmer Street and Connaught 
- Road. There has been as yet no opportunity 
to test the utility of these telephones, but I am 
in hopes that they many prove useful in speedily 
communicating alarms of fires to the Brigade. 
The system requires careful watching and is 
-oapable of extensive development. 
The increasing heigbt of Chinese houses in 
the city and the great height of the buildings 
.ontbe Praya render necessary a re-organisation

In the meabtime it is well to warn the occu- 
ants of the upper stories of the blocks of new

- escapes such as the Amateur Dramatic Club 
have provided themselves with for use from the 
dressing rooms attached to the theatre. 
The extension of the Central Fire Station has 
been completed und advantage has been taken

The development of industrial onterprises, 
the extension of railways, and the exploitation 
of the mineral resources of the country are 
likely to have important.effects upon trade in 
the near fulure. As regards the first, in spite 
of some disappointments, which admit of 
explanation aud are temporary, steady pro- 
gress is observable, and everything points 
to a prosperousfuture which will further 
develop tha Foreign trade. No doabt 
certain Imports will soon, feel tue Na- 
tive competition. but other goods will take 
their place in exchanga for tha exports now 
devoted sto procuring those articles. If the 
Chines? can obtain their Cotton Yarn and 
mitches more cheaply by making them, they 
will have somathing saved to spend on other 
goods. Industry leals to wealth and wealth 
brings demand for goods.

Taipeh, 9th March. 

The absorbing topic of the day is the Formosan 
Loan Bill, whigh bas now been passed by the 
Diet. The 42 million yen desired for the con- 
struction of a raiway to the south, harbour 
works, and other improvements has been cut 
down to 35.10 1,000 yen. Dr. Goto, Formosan 
Civil Chief, whose stay in Tokyo on this mission 
bas extended over half a year, has exerted his 
best endeavours and urged the necessity of 
improvements by interviewing Ministers and 
delivering speeches at social gatherings. At 
first opposition in the Lower House was seem- 
ingly slight and we here little doubted but that 
the money wonld be forthcoming. A few days 
back, however. the situation took on a different 
aspect.and telegrams arriving from Tokyo were 
sufficiently discouraging to create considerable 
excitement among the Japanese population in 
the city, officials and merchants alike. 

Two days ago the Japanese municipality 
suddenly met and wired to Tokyo a resclution 
stating that should the Loan Bill not pass the 
Diet the prospect. would be so disvouraging that 
Japanese merchants and colonists in general 
would think seriously of leaving the Island. 
To-day, however, there is a goneral feeling of 
satisfaction. The Bill has passed the Dist and 
we.are now to havea railway through the Island 
and other much needed improvements. 

’ No details have yet been received as to how 
large a vote the Bill received.

‘I'he cause of the 
weakness in dealing with the various questions 
of foreign policy to which Colonel Elsd ‘le had 
alluded was, he said, want of knowledge, and 
not want of imagination, and be recommended 
to his hearers, as he did in a lecture last year, 
a olose study of Seeley's “ Expansion of Eng- 
land.” ‘the reason the British were disliked 
by other nations was, he suggested, the national 
self-complacency and arrogance resulting from 
the accomplishment of great deeds. He also 
roforred to the system of party government as 
a cause of weakness in foreign policy. One of 
the principal strong poiuts to which he alluded 
was the equal administration of justice, nut only 
as between man and man, but as between the 
executive and the individusl —Colonel Elsdale, 


Lieut, Hobson. U.SN., and Mr. Granville 


Sharp each spoke on the topics raised by Mr. 
Francis. Lieut. Hobson's remarks were to the 
effect that the strength of the Anglo-Saxon 
race lay in the fact that the Auglo-Saxon was 
a hard working man. In all the industries, 
arts, aud sciences, there was a vast mess of - 
accumulated knowledge that had to be mastered 


before progress could b- made, aud it was in the 


tenacity of the Anglo-Saxon in sticking to bis 
work that the secret of his success lay. Ho
